Opening the meeting, Paul J. Kern, Chairman of the 
Municipal Civil Service Commission, delivered a sharp 
attack against fascism, declaring that the present atroci- 
ties are “the immediate result of appeasement at 
Munich.” : 

Pointing to the increase in provocations by Japan, 
Italy and Hungary, Kern said this is another result of the 
policies of the “callous Mr. Chamberlain.” 

He then warned of an impending betrayal of Spain 


and urged that the United States should take steps to 


halt it. Stressing that the fight to halt fascism is a “life

The letter was signed by Dolores Ibarruri (La 
Pasionaria), Deputy and Vice-President of the Cortes, 
the wives of all Cabinet members and Senora Azana, and 
outstanding professional women of this country. 

It followed by a few days the masterful speech of 
Diego Martinez Barrio, President of the Cortes, in which 
he not only spoke stirringly of Spain’s plight, but also 
cited the extent of this need with exact figures on the 
lack of food. 
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Full Text of Appeal 
The appeal follows in full: 

“Our children are entering a third winter of this 
cruel and pitiless war. All of us mothers and women 
of Spain await the approaching winter with terror— 
not for ourselves or our fighters—but for our chi'dren. 

“We watch with agony our children—innocent vic- 
tims of this war of invasion. 

“This hard struggle filled with privation and sacri- 
fice does not daunt us or our fighters; it cannot affcct 
our determination to resist and suffer until we have 
regained all our country from the invader, until we 
have cleaned Spain of every foreign footprint. Spain 
for the Spapiards! 

“But our children must be saved from this fer-- 
cious onslaught; children who do not belong to us 
alone; children who are the hope of humanity—the 
men and women of tomorrow. 

“Hunger, cold, bombings, homes broken up—this 
is what faces our children this winter if you do not 
come to their aid.

ton workers in the United States, 
nearly all in the South, received 


enactment of the Wages and Hours 
Act, a report of Commissioner Lu- 
bin, head of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics to Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins, revealed today. 

Increases of at least 2% cents 
an hour went to about two-thirds 
of the 35,000 workers in the indus- 


The report further revealed that 
the average wage scale in the cot- 
ton industry for the country its 
383 cents an hour, a detrease of 
nine per cent compared to a year 
ago, when it was 42 cents. This 
revealed the effect of wage cuts that 
have taken place during the re- 
cent slump. 

“In contrast with the general 
average of 383 cents per hour in 
August, 1938,” the report said, “for 
the industry as a whole the aver- 
age hourly earnings in Northern 
mills was 44.6 cents, while the aver- 
age in southern mills was 365 
cents.”

The Columbia Law Review, published by 
the Law School of Columbia University, 
which no one would accuse of partiality to- 
ward the ClO—declares that the National 
Labor Relations Board has actually favored 
the A. F. of L., rather than discriminated 
against it on the issue of whether the craft 
or industrial unit should be used for collec- 
tive bargaining. 5 

Columbia Law Review finds, too, that 
one of the proposals of Matthew Woll and 
John P. Frey for amending the Wagner Act 
—an amendment to give the courts the right 
to pass on evidence in Labor Board decisions 
“would prove extremely advantageous to 
recalcitrant employers and of doubtful value 
to the A. F. of L.” | 


The view that the Labor Board has actu- 
ally favored craft unionism was expressed by 
John L. Lewis in his report to the recent CIO 
convention. Lewis declared that the Labor 
Board decisions on this question “represent 
a serious threat to industrial unionism.” 
They must be opposed with vigor, Lewis con- 
tinued, but “WITHIN THE EXISTING 
FRAMEWORK OF THE ACT.” For the CIO 
understands that even an amendment which 
in itself might be good, would most cer- 
tainly open the door at this time for the pas- 
sage of definitely REACTIONARY amend- 
ments by the open-shoppers.

Fight Has Just Begun 


® Whatever the reactionary Alabama au- 
thorities may think, the denial of pardons to 
the five imprisoned Scottsboro boys by Gov. 
Graves last week by no means ends this case. 


In fact, all fair-minded Americans will now 
grit their teeth harder than ever, in the 
spirit of “We have just begun to fight!” 
Thus the statement issued by the Scottsboro 
Defense Committee, hits the nail squarely on 
the head: 


“The Scottsboro Defense Committee does not 
accept Governor Graves’ action as the finish of 
the Scottsboro case. We believe, as always, that the 
defendants are innocent and we shall continue 
to work vigorously for their release.” 


The refusal to pardon these innocent 
Negro youths adds another in the long train 
of brutal injustices in this world infamous 
case. Their innocence has been established 
beyond question—a fact which the Alabama 
authorities were forced to admit when they 
freed four of the boys last year. Their con- 
tinued persecution in medieval dungeons of 
Alabama is not only a crime against them 
and humanity in general, but it is now more 
clearly a symbol of the special oppression of 
the Negro people, particularly in the South. 

Gov. Graves’ action will be lauded to the 
skies by the Heflins, the Ku Klux gangs, and 
other such lynch glorifiers, who have been 
repudiated by the people of Alabama. But it 
flies in the face of the majority public opin- 
ion right in Gov. Graves’ own state—an opin- 
ion which is the fruit of the labor and pro-

From the traditional interpretation of irregular 
warfare carried on by independent bands, the guerrilla 
movement in China has come to connote activities 
extending into the entire life of the peasantry.” 

On the basis of thorough statistical estimates of 
resources under the control of these guerrillas, Nor- 
man Hanwell, in the latest isue of the “Far Eastern 
Survey,” concludes that China’s guerrillas are well- 
established and are in a position to carry on their 
warfare indefinitely. 

A summary of his research tells us the following: 

“China's guerrillas will be able to obtain necessary 
primary foods sufficient for their needs. Most crop 
areas are in guerrilla-controlled rural sections, and by
